TWIN FALLS - As demand 
for Idaho’s water increases, 
the bu siness of buying ond 
selling water is becoming 
. niorc refined - and a local 
agricultural economist says 
water users may someday be 
buying and selling "options” 
oa water. 

The most likely buyers of 
water options would be hydro- 
electric power producers, 
while the likely sellers would 
be irrigation districts, said 
Wilson Gray, a University of 
Idaho Extension economist 
based in Twin' Falls. 

“In drought situations, the 
utility could exercise its op- 
tion. to that water," he said 
Wednesday. Groy spoke to a 
group of about 40 people on a 
Twin Falls Area Chamber of 
Commerce “water tour" of the 
Magic Valley. 

From. an economic stand- 
point, the idea makes sense 
because the value of hydro- 
electric power c;ccccds the 


value of agricultural products 
that can be grown with the 
.|samc water “by at least ten- 
^bld," Gray said. - 

In many cases, farming and 
irrigat ion interests hold the 

Snake River bosin - and arc 
obvious prospects for buyers 
in hunt for water options. 
Gray said. 

But a spokesman for the 
Idaho Powcr4ro. said in a tele- 
phone interview that buying 
water options is still a long 
ways off. • - 

“I don't sec us going, for- 
ward anytime in the near fu- 
ture to seek out (water) op- 
tions from irrigators,”said Jeff 
Beamon, company spokes- 
man. - 


.The biggest stumbling 
blocks are cost and availabili- 


ty. Beamon said. Currently, 
the Bureau of Reclamation is 
looking to buy water in the 
upper Snake River basin - and 
coming up empty-handed, he 

said. —

Gift doll explodes with fatal bang; sender on trial

The box, it turned out, was rigged with 
enough dynamite to crack the foundation 
on a nearby.housc, prosecutors said. 


The explosion last fall killed the part- 
ner’s 19-ycar-old son, Mosel Hensley Jr., 
and maimed his nephew. 

The elder Hensley — the. intended vic- 
tim, prosecutors said — lived to testify at 
Denny Royl Oullctt’s trial, which began 
Wednesday. ;

Oil industry 
wants to reverse 
dean fiiel rule ' 

WASHINGTON. (AP) — Two 
petroleum groups sued the govern- 
ment Wednesday seeking to over- 
turn a new clean-burtling gasoline 
rule that would expand the use of 
corn-based ethanol. 

Thd groups also asked the 
Environmental Protection Agency to 
block implementation of the rule 
pending the outcome of the lawsuit 
in' the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. ' 

At issue is an EPA decision last 
month to introduce a cleaner-burn- 
ing gasoline for smog-plagued cities. 

“The^ do not have the auihoritv to 
' lukd’this'uction and fuhKcrmore, it is 
an- irrational action,” said Charles J. ’ 
DiBona, president of ihe American 
Petroleum Institute, which joined the 
National Petroleum Refiners 
Association in filing the Iaw.suil. 

The EPA had no immediate com- 
ment. 

' The new fuel,, with concentrations 
of oxygen, is required beginning In 
January for nine cities with the 
w0r.st air pollution. Meantime. 11 
Northeastern states, arid Tcxa.s, 
Kentucky and the District of 
Columbia, have agreed to require 
the gasdljne in areas of severe air 
pollution. 

In 1995, IS percent of the oxygenate 
in the cleaner fuel must come from 
renewable sources, the EPA said. The 
Ievcl_rises to 30 percent aftcr'ihe first 
year. In (he hear term, ethanol is the 
only renewable that can be produced in 
the volumes needed to meet the clean 
gasoline goals.

Mrs. Gene (Evelyn) Brcin- 
holt and I rcprescnicd the League, according 
to r/jc Ti/nes-Newsof Aug. I, 1949. 

• Twin Falls was thg.firsrcity in Idaho to • 
adopt the city manager plan. Since then, . 
Lewiston also has chosen that.forin of gov- 
ernment ahd McCall ~has done so more re- 
cently. 

Over the years. Twin Falls has cnjoyeiTa “ 
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unique position o.s one of the few cities in ' 
the state having a trained professional, and 
we are considered one of the most progres- 
sive municipalities in Idaho. Wc arc one of 
the first to uiilbc several of the newest types 
of capital financing, thereby saving city 
money. 

Twin Falls has also been a leader among 
Idaho cities in privatizing many of its de- 
partments. such as garbage pickup, animal 
control and management of building inspec- 
tion ,of finance department. And, as further 
evidence of the advantages of our present 
system, there will be, a measure on the ballot 
this November giving opportunity for voters 
to change the state Constitution to allow 
c'ountics to'chnngc their form of government

to a similar system. 

The city manager plan i.s based on the 
sound business principle ofhaving elected 
council members determine policies, as 
would a board of directors, and hire a pro- 
fessional trained in municipal management 
who operates as chief executive officer at 
the pleasure of the board. He is answerable 
to (he council and can be removed at any 
time, unlike a mayofbicctcd for four-year 
terms. 

It is hard to believe that a local individual, 
elected as mayor, could possibly replace a | 
trained city manager.

As one of the few people still around who 
helped obtain the city manager form of gov- 
ernment, 1 strongly urge residents to retain 
our present system.

In one of die biggest scientific events of the 
century, the first of 21 comet chunks will slam 
into Jupiter Saturday, releasing the explosive 
energy of 250,000 atomic bombs. 

Every major telescope on Earth will be rivet- 
ed on these rocky icebergs, up to a mile across, 
os they scream one by one into Jupiter’s thick, 

. frigid aunospli|no afl 40,000 mph. It will be the 
’ first time scientists arc able to watch a comet 
crash on any planet — a chance they may not 
' get again for thousands of years. 

: The collisions offer an unprecedented oppor- 

'_iunity to learn more about Jupiter, the biggest 
planet in our solar system, and about catas- 
trophic comet impacts on Earth that have 
shaped the evolution of life. Over the past 4 bil- 
lion years, these icy visitors have carried wata 
and other building blocks of life here from the 
far reaches of space — and wiped out thou- 
sands of species while making room for others 
to thrive. 

As the scientists’ excitement builds, so do 
the questions from a worried public: 

Will the comet destroy Jupiter? Blow' it up? 
Knock it off course? Blast us here on Earth? 

The answers arc no. But those arc about the, 
only things astronomers arc sure of. 

While the impacts may pack os much total 
|wwer os the space rock that hit Earth 65 mil- 
lion years ago, dooming dinosaurs' and many 
other-forms of life, no one, knows what they 
will look like. Indeed, there’s j|>good chance 
the crashes will turn out to be visual duds thot 
leave the public disappointed. 

Among the possibilities: 't . 

• The chunks explode in brilliant finshes as 
they hit Jupiter’s atmosphere, creadng glowing 
fireballs that rise hundreds or thousands of 
miles before collapsing into cloudy spots. 

'• They disintegrate high in^ the. atmosphere 
and rain onto the planet like a shower of small, 
bright meteors. 

• The crashes leave long-lasting scars on 
Jupiter's cloud-studded face. They could create 
another version of the Red Spot — a gigantic, 
permanent, swirling storm — or. even spin a 
second dusty ring around the planet 

• Or ■ — everyone’s least favorite — Jupiter 
could s.wallow the fragments without a bun>.

“Obyiously we don't know,” said David 
Morri^n, chief of the space science division at 
NASA's Ames Research Center in Mountain 
View, Calif. "That’s the beauty of the event. ‘ 
It’s a grand natural experiment in which we 
have no idea what the outcome will be." 

Jupiter, unlike Eaith, is a giant ball of gas 
with no a^ual surface — although there may 
be a tiny ball of rock and metal hidden at its 
core. Its thick lAmo^here has the consistency 
of frozen JelUO. 

Even pbwerfiil impacts should not faze a 
planet that's os big as 1,400 Earths put logcth- 
. cr, said Andrew Fraknoi, an .astronomer at 
FoothiirColIc^ in Los' Altos Hills, Calif. 

. . . "As far ns Jupitcrls.conccmol, it’s mildly an- 
noying but not cosmic,” he said. And as for the 
fcarjhat the collisions.will affect our world, 
"No astronomer is taking out extra- insurance 
on their home or anything like that,” '■ 

■ David Levy, the amateur astronombr from 
Tucson, Ariz., who helped discover thcjhistoric 
comet lost ^ring, puts it this way: "Think of it 
as you’re riding a bicycle and you get stung by 
21 moSquitocs, one after the other. They’re hot 
going io knock you off your bike, and they’re 
not'going to change your path. But thcy’rc^go- 
ing to make you mad.” 

Astronomers around the world have been 
plotting their viewing strategics for months. 

, They’ve been carefully analyzing when and 
where the impacts will be, to moke the most of 
their precious few viewing chancy, and study- 
ing Jupiter’s face to document its pre-impact 
features. Among them will be scientists at Lick 
Obscrvdtoiy on Mount Hamilton, Cdlif,'and 
aboard a research plane from NASA-Ames Re- 
search Center in Mountain View. •

It’s time for your nap: Good advice, but hard to follow

On a pliimp futon.^t 'Ben and 
Jerry's ice cream company; on llte 
silky grass in the park'next to Esprit 
headquarters, in soft-lit chambers 
above Levi’s Plaza — all over 
Southern California, a growing num- 
ber of men and women arc inierrupi- 
ingjhe workday to do what comes 
naiurqlly: 

Take ti nap. 

Like new parent-s and student doc- 
tors, firenghlers and kindergartners, 
corporate America is discovering the, 
restorative power of 20 to 30 min- 
utes of sweet inertia. 

And not a wink too soon, say 
sleep expert.s. 

In a nation where 100 million citi- 


zens arc seriously sleep deprived, 
taking u nap has become “a heroic 
act,''.^ays pioneer sleep researcher 
Dr.’‘wUliam Dement of Stanford 
University. 

Armed with evidence from the 
laboratory that the human body is 
designed for not one but two ses- 
sions of sleep every 24 hours. 
Dement and other sleep specialists 
recently launched 'tWakc Up 
America 1994." It'.s a Campaign 
designed both to boost slccp's-image 
as a positive, even niicessary, pas- 
time an*d persuade more Americans 
to ‘'lakc sleep seriously" — especial- 
ly naps. 

Forget Homer Sinipson and 
Dagwood Bumslcad. People who 
break up the workday with a nap are 


putting to bed (he myth (hat daytime 
sleep is an indulgence of dull, lazy 
or unmotivated workers. 

In fact, .steep experts say. prudent 
nappers may be among the more per- 
ceptive, organized, and aggressive 
employees — once they get their Zs. 

In his book “Stress and the Power 
Nap” — billed as “the book 
designed to put you to sleep" — St. 
Louis psychologist Dennis Shea 
calls on big business to embrace the 
nap as an economical quick-fix for 
burned-out execs. 

While many could benefit from 
more sleep, (hose who need it most 
arc workers whose drowsiness t^uld 
endanger themselves or o'thers. 

. Sleep deprivation may have con- 
tributed to some of the world’s most 


frightening accidents: the poison gas 
leak at Bhopal, the near-meltdown at 
Three Mile Island, the Chernobyl 
nuclear disaster and the explosion of 
(he Challenger space shuttle. 

When the oil tanker Exxon Valdez 
ran aground shortly after midnight 
March 24. 1989. the third mate at 
the helm, investigators determined, 
was "asleep on his feet." 

- The horror stories continue. Sleep or 
lack of it contributes to an estimated 

200.000 vehicular accidents and 

10.000 traffic fatalities each year in 
North America, acmrding to the US. 
Department of 'Traasponalion. 

‘ On Aug. 18. .1993, at 4:56 p.m., a 
Douglas DC-8 plowed into the 
ground ju.st short of the runway at 
(he U.S. Naval Air Station .at 


Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. That crew 
like the occupants of too many 
oth'er cockpits, sleep experts say — ; 
needed a nap. according to a report ' 
by the National Transportation 
Safety Board. 

According To n recent report in (he 
New York Times, all three members 
of a flight crew — pilot, co-pilot and 
engineer — will occasionally fall 
asleep while their jumbo jet flies on 
automatic pilot, a violation of FAA 
rules. . 

On one occasion, it was reported, 
a flight attendant assigned to keep 
the pilot awake also fell asleep. 

“In terms of lost productivity and 
muliimillion-dollar lawsuits, more 
and more companies are beginning 
to see the benefits (of naps in the

The National 
Pork -Service closed the stone chalets in 1992, 


after their sewage systems were fouTHl to be 
in violation of state health regulations. 

Nearly SS million will pay for a host of im- 
provements at the two chalets, in addition to 
new sewage handling. Park officials say Gran- 
ite Park might reopen ns early o.s 19%. The 
- second phase of work will be at Sperry, which 
could reopen in 1997 Or 1998.

Huiiter education classes 



BOISE - It's time to think ahead to 
. the hunting ‘season and plan for hunter 
education. According to J3an Papp, 
Idaho Department Of Fish and Game 
Huriter ^ucation coordinator, classes 
fill rapidly and people should not wait 
until the “la.st minute” if they wont to 
- be ready to hunt in the fall. 

Idaho requires everyone bom on or 
after Jan. 1, 1975, id complete a state- 
approved hunter education course before' 
he or she can buy a hunting license. 

This year, a new law took effect requir- 
ing bowhunter'cducalion. Arehers who 
have not previously held a valid archery 


pennil in Idaho or another slate ore now 
required to complete an approved 
bowhunter education course before they 
can purchase on Idaho arehery pamiL The 
archeiy permit is' required for arehery-only 
hunts. Archers must provide of pre- 
vious archery stan^ or permits, or com- 
pletkm of bowhiinler educaiion citTics. 

-Idaho's hitnier- education classes 
require a minimum of 12 hours of class- 
room instrucliofl. plus a written exam, 
range shooting Md field exercise. The 
average class is |20 hours long and is 
' conducted over a three-week period. 
The classes include training in firearms 
safety, outdoor ethics, survival, wijdliXe 
identification, law and basic principles 


of wildlife management. 

Hunters planning to participate in 
1994 fall hunts must pre-register before 
Aug. IS at the nearest regnal Fish and 
Game office. Pre-registration deadlines 
have passed for archery (July I) and 
controlled hunts (May 1). Prosp^ive 
hunters calling to pre-register after the 
deadlines will be put on a wailing list 
and wiU be notified when the next cla.ss- 
es are available, probably in January. 

More than 450 hunter educaiion 
classes are held in Idaho each year. 
Last year; the student enrollment ' 
increa^ 20 percent, Papp said, under- 
scoring why hunters should pre-regis- 
ter before the Aug. 15 deadline.
